FARM RECORD NEED 


That only the economical farm -pro-|. 


ducer who studies his bifsiness care- 
fully can withstand the strain of low 
prices, and that no one thing will heip 
the farmer more in analyzing his busi- 
ness than the keeping of farm records, 
is the contention of F. T. Riddell, farm 
Michigan 
Agricultural College. 

“The farmer is undergoing a most 

trying period of depression, due in 
part to unbalanced commodity prices 
and to the inability of foreign countries 
to buy our goods”, says Riddell. “Thus 
although conditions are apparently 
LEPMWBiDg to improve, relatively low 
prices ior farni products are resulting 
in low far incomes. 
'.“There is a wide range in ‘farmers’ 
incomes, however, costs varying .on 
different farms. Some farms produce 
ata loss, while others produce at fa 
profit. Only the economical producer 
can withstand the strain of low prices. 
He studies his business, and is thereby 
able to cut costs toa minimum. -° . 

“No one thing wiil help the farmer 
more in analyzing his business than 
the keeping of farm records, and this 
is a very good time of the year to start 
such accounts.’ 

Farm account books which ; are siinpie 
and be kept easily by. devoting a tew 
minutes each day to the work are pub- 
lished by the Extension Division of the 
Michigan Agriculiural College, and may 
be secured at cost from county agticul- 
tural agents or directly fromthe M. A. 
C. Extension Division,. East Lansing,
